In contrast, the Ri of the urethane acrvlate o f 321 h ^ u\- 
Accordingly, Applicants assert that the pending claims do have a special technical 
feature and hence have unify of invention, In view of the these arguments, it is 
respectfully submitted that unity of invention does exist. Accordingly, restriction is not 
permissible under 37 CFR 1,499.
